Legislation to regu late bill pass­ 
ing in Circleville may be given 
preliminary discu ssion when cou n­ 
cil holds its regu lar meeting Wed­ 
nesday evening. 
Cou ncilman W, M. 
Reid said 
Tu esday that he expected to pu t 
the qu estion before cou ncil. N u ­ 
merou s complaints have been reg­ 
istered 
by 
residents 
abou t 
the 
nu isance. 
No 
action 
has 
been 
taken. Several other cities in cen­ 
tral Ohio have anti-bill passing 
regu lations. 
Cou ncilmen were expected also 
to consider 
amendment 
to 
the 
bicycle regu lation ordinance pro­ 
viding a penalty of $1 for the 
first violation and $2 for each of­ 
fense thereafter. The bicycle o r­ 
dinance provides for registration; 
that bicycles be equ ipped with a 
bell, horn 
or 
some 
appropriate 
warning device; a light in front 
and reflector in the rear when 
u sed after dark; they shou ld not 
be ridden on sidewalks, and riders 
shall not hold to a moving vehicle 
or ride “dou ble.” The penalty for 
violations u nder the original o r­ 
dinance was a su spension of “rid­ 
ing rights” for from three to 60 
days.

COLUMBUS, April 19 -(U P) — 
Admitting that state employes are 
being solicited to finance his pri­ 
m ary campaign, Gov. M artin L. 
Davey today offered the defense 
that “it always has been done by 
political parties and by most of 
the candidates.” 
The governor devoted his week­ 
ly radio address to the su bject 
of employe contribu tions and criti­ 
cism 
of 
the 
Cu yahoga 
cou nty 
grand ju ry fo r failu re to indict 
Lee Bradley fo r perju ry on the 
basis of testimony given the sen­ 
ate graft committee. 
In his first pu blic comment on 
charges that state employes in­ 
clu ding civil service workers are 
requ ired to contribu te five per­ 
cent of their monthly salaries, the 
governor said he had been “as­ 
su red by all departm ent heads that 
civil service laws are being ob­ 
served and respected.” 
He charged th at John W. Brick- 
er, Repu blican candidate for gov­ 
ernor, 
when 
atto rney 
general, 
solicited employes and that Charles 
Sawyer his Democratic opponent, 
has solicited federal workers. In 
both cases newspapers ignored the 
actions, he said. He denied that 
his campaign fu nd wou ld amou nt 
to between $500,000 and $1,250,- 
000. 
The governor accu sed the C. 
I. O. and Scripps-Howard news­ 
paper of financing the cou rt fight 
of his former self-styled “contact 
man,” Lee Bradley, and said an 
indictment 
was 
not 
retu rned 
against Bradley becau se the minds 
of the grand ju ro rs were “already 
made u p.” 
“Nothing bu t political preju dice 
created in part by Cleveland news­ 
papers saved Bradley from an in­ 
dictment he so 
thorou ghly 
de­ 
served,” the governor said.

More than 5.000 men were thrown 
ou t of work today when Fisher 
body Plant No. 1 and Bu ick Motor 
company’s assembly line closed in 
the face of a u nion du es drive barr­

workers 
from their jobs. 
Union and non-u nion w o rkers— 
men and women — battled with 
fists in the street. Police in squ ad 
cars cru ised nearby bu t did not 
interfere. 
Approximately 400 workers w'ere 
tu rned back at the Fisher plant 
gates by an estimated 500 pickets 
of the United Au tomobile W orkers 
u nion when they failed to produ ce 
paid-u p membership cards. 
Both 
the 
Fisher 
and 
Bu ick 
plants opened at 7 a. m. One hou r 
later 
George 
Patterso n, 
Fisher 
manager, ordered switches pu lled 
on the assembly line and produ c­ 
tion ceased for the second conse­ 
cu tive day. 
A similar occu rrence 
closed the Fisher plant and the 
Bu ick line yesterday. 
“We can’t operate with only a 
part of ou r force,” Patterso n said. 
To Block Gates 
Henry Wilson, president of the 
U. A. W.’s Fisher local, said he 
wou ld block the plant gates every 
morning "as long as necessary” to 
assu re 100 percent paid u p u nion 
membership. 
Some w’orkers were 
said to be as mu ch as three months 
in arrears. 
Paterson said he wou ld continu e 
to close the plant whenever pickets 
interfere 
with 
produ ction.

Blo ndel v isited Ciano at the fo re­ 
ign o ffice at no o n and they held 
their first o fficial co nv ersatio n o f 
the nego tiatio n plan. 
They talked for half an hou r. 
Blo ndel was understo o d to have 
asked 
Ciano 
whether 
Premier 
Benito Mu ssolini was 
ready 
to 
negotiate with France 
a treaty of 
friendship sim ilar to that initiated 
Satu rday between Great Britain 
and Italy. Ciano, 
it 
was 
said, 
promptly responded that Italy was 
ready. 
Blondel was instru cted Su nday, 
as an Easter peace gestu re, to 
approach Ciano. 
Reports from 
Paris were th at he a t once com­ 
mu nicated informally with Ciano 
and that he had made the ap­ 
pointment for the formal meeting 
today. 
There was every prospect, ac­ 
cording to belief in

qu arters, that Italy and France 
wou ld reach an agreem ent qu ickly. 
From the fact that au tho ritative 
sou rces said that actu al conver­

Opponents, admitting that their 
votes would not exceed 20, an­ 
nounced that they would precipi­ 
tate a comprehensive discussion of 
foreign policy which may be ac­ 
centuated and extended next week 
by a sensational pronouncement 
from Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull. 
Rep, Sam D. MoReynolds, D., 
Tenn., chairman of the house for­ 
eign affairs committee, announced 
that Hull, in a statement to con­ 
gress next week, would name nil 
the nations which the administra­ 
tion feels have violated treaties 
to which the United States is a 
signatory, 
President Roosevelt, it was re­ 
ported, would instruct Hull to 
name Italy, Japan, and Germany 
as treaty violators. 
Hull was not available for com­ 
ment on McReynolds’ statement, 
nor were other high state depart 
ment officials. 
To State departm ent 
McReynolds made his statement 
in connection with a resolution 
introduced by Rep. Byron N. Scott, 
D„ Cal., demanding this treaty 
information. 
The 
resolution, 
McReynolds said, would be referr­ 
ed to the state department im­ 
mediately “if not compatible with 
public interest.” 
In addition to foreign policy, the 
opponents of the navy bill will de­ 
bate the comparative usefulness 
of battleships and airplanes, and 
the advisability of increasing na­ 
tional defense expenditures at a 
time w’hen relief costs are In­ 
creasing. 
The senate naval affairs com­ 
mittee reported the $1,156,OOO,DUO 
naval authorization bill favorably. 
Calling for a record peace-time 
navy, 
the 
committee said 
the 
country 
should 
have 
a 
fleet 
powerful enough to defend Ameri­ 
can citizens and interests through­ 
out the world. 
The 
bill authorizes the con­ 
struction of three new 45,000-ton 
battleships, two 20,000-ton aircraft 
carriers, nine cruisers, 23 destroy­ 
ers, nine submarines, 26 auxiliary 
ships and 950 airplanes. Its total 
authorization exceeds that of the 
house bill by $35,000,000. 
The National Council for Pre­ 
venting War, demanded a delay of 
action on the bill until the next 
congress. An increase in the navy 
at this time would increase world 
tension and require funds that are 
needed for relief, the council said.

CURPRIS1NG progress in the use of 
electricity is described by M. O. Troy , 
commercial vice president of The General 
Electric Company . The depression, which 
has prostrated so many industries, has not 
stopped this one. 
It established a new 
world’s record in 1936 with the consump­ 
tion of more than 90 billion kilowatt hours 
in this country , and last y ear rose to 
more than 99 billion. 
Mr. Troy expects 
that consumption will reach 200 billion 


kilowatt hours in the next ten y ears. 
More than 70 percent of all the homes 
in America he say s, are already eq uipped 
with electricity . 
But 10,000,000 of them 
are without electric irons, 20,000,000 with­ 
out electric washing machines and vacuum 
cleaners, 24,000,000 without electric re­ 
frigerators, 28,000,000 without electric 
ranges, and so on.

Electric Era with a rush. Besides the vast 
demand for domestic use and farm power, 
there is the ever-growing market for in­ 
dustrial power. 
In view of these plain 
facts, the feud between public and private 
power begins to seem rather absurd.

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PROFITS CREAM SOPPED 
ASHINGTON— Now that the first re­ 
actions to the President’s fireside chat 
and recovery program have been digested, 
it is important to go behind the scenes 
and take a look at some of the inside 
factors which influenced the messages. 
It is supposed to be a White House 
secret, but the President used two differ­ 
ent sets of collaborators in the preparation 
of his program. 
On the message to Congress he fol­ 
lowed the advice of his soft-pedallers, 
Cordell Hull, Henry Wallace, RFChair- 
man Jesse Jones, and Jim Farley . 
These 
are the boy s who have urged that Roose­ 
velt lean over backward not to offend the 
rebellious sensibilities of Congress. 
As a 
result, the message was largely a factual 
explanation of the measures with which lie 
proposes to combat the recession. 
It con­ 
tained only a fifteen-word reference to 
wage-hour legislation. 
Contrasted to this, Roosevelt’s speech 
to the nation echoed the views of his mili­ 
tant lieutenants. 
But much more import­ 
ant, it echoed his own personal views. 


GOOD COLONIZERS 
H R . CHARLES T. LOREN, head of the 
U 
Yale University Department of Race 
Relations, suggests that the United States 
ought to take up colonizing, not for im­ 
perialistic purposes, but because we do it 
so well. 
He has recently completed an 
observation tour of Puerto Rico, the Do­ 
minican Republic and Haiti after visiting 
the Philippines on another occasion. 
He 
has studied at first hand present-day con­ 
ditions resulting from the colonizing me­ 
thods of the Spanish, French, British and 
American people. Including the activities 
of foreign missions financed and directed 
in the United States, he lias found the 
results we have obtained rank ahead of 
most of the others.

WAGE-HOUR ISSUE 
Running all through the fireside chat, 
it will be remembered, were references to 
the ‘‘failure of consumer demand”, to the 
necessity of creating ‘‘buy ing power” and 
finally to the need of passing a wage-hour 
bill “to ensure a better distribution of 
prosperity .” 
Behind this, in turn, was the private 
conviction of the President that his first 
spending program from 1933 to 1936 had 
failed largely because the big fellows at 
the top had taken out most of the profits. 
Naturally , Roosevelt is not going to 
come out publicly and say this, though he 
came close to it in his fireside chat. 
But 
some of his close advisers are say ing it 
for him— in fact, even go so far as to say 
that the old ‘‘trickle clown” sy stem of 
Herbert Hoover was largely duplicated by 
Franklin Roosevelt. 
The ‘‘trickle down” sy stem was the 
idea of the late Andrew W. Mellon, who 
believed that if y ou fed business to the 
big firms at the top, without taxing them 
too much, the benefit eventually trickled 
down to the worker at the bottom. 
Only difficulty was that the sy stem 
was too well named. 
The “trickle” which 
emerged at the bottom was, in fact, only 
a trickle. And it is now pretty well recog­ 
nized 
by economists of both 
political 
parties that the big profits which stuck to 
the top and the meager wages which came 
out at the bottom, during the Coolidge- 
Hoover day , were an important cause of 
the depression. 
Quite recently the President has had 
some figures placed before him which indi­ 
cate that the “trickle down” sy stem con­ 
tinues during his administration and has 
been an important cause of recession.
